Washington — Although there are 


literally dozens of problems on the 
doorstep of the White House, there 
Is no escaping the fact that most ur- 
gent of all is the political situation 
in the Eepublican party. 
Mr. Coolidge has met the Washington 


correspondents in his first conference. 
has revealed his usual keen interest 
in the many legislative projects being 
brought forward but has not shown 
any perceptible change in attitude 
either toward his work or the ques- 
tion of accepting renomination.. 


Some of the 
correspondents who 


have been traveling with him have 
professed to see a change in manner. 
a sort of loosening up from the rigid- 
ity of previous years, sort of m.ini- 
feotation of freedom as if a load had 
been lifted from the president's mind. 
Mr. Coolidge has picked up in weight 
and looks healthier than ever. His 
responsibilities have 
by no 
means 


ceased even if he does feel that he 
has only a little more than fifteen 
months to serve on his present term. 
The very fact that effiorts are being 
made to draw from him some little 
encouragement for some of the candi- 
dates . mentioned 
as successors. 
Is 


enough to keep Mr. Coolidge concern- 
ed.' For instance, Wednesday's pub- 
lished reports speak' of Secretary Mel- 
Ion's . determination to back .1 former 
Secretary 'Hughes."

She was the 
third person in the Hayes household 
to-dia unexpectedly and as a result 
authorities began an investigation. 
' James Hayes died at his parents' 
home two months ago. Amos, 
his 


brother, a resident, of Detroit, 
came 


home to .attend the funeral. He re 
mained for a visit and shortly after- 
wards became ill and died. 
Before 


his death he asked a nurse to tell his 
parents of a wife and child he had 
left in Detroit. 


The parents sent for their daughter 


in-law and 
granddaughter, i Shortly 


after her arrival, the younger Mrs. 
Hayes became violently ill and died. 


The similarity of the illness of 'the 


trio excited the suspicions of a physi 
cian. who requested an autopsy over 
the body of the woman." His report to 
the coroner's jury declared traces of 
poison" had been found in the young 
womans viscera. 


The elderly couple was present at 


the coroner's investigation but made 
no statement fololwing their arrests. 
Authorities declared that the parents 
were beneficiaries of large insurance 
policies carried by their two sons.

bassy. These contained threats, warn- 
ings, advice and supplications against 
making the Pacific hop. Among them 
was one from the Schlee children of 
Detroit, asking their father to consi- 
der them before he tried to fly over 
the Pacific.

MENTAL SLIP ROAD MENACE 
In discussing the point advanced by 


Robbins B. Stoeckel. motor vehicle com- 
missioner of Connecticut, that back ol ev- 
ery automobile accident there has been a 
mental slip. Richard C. Haldeman. pres- 
ident of the Pennsylvania Motor federa- 
tion, advances the opinion that 'authori- 
ties may be compelled to give each holder 
'of a driver's license an individual speed- 
limit beyond which he may not drive. He 
says:

Some drivers-think rapidly, some slowly, and 


others do not think at all. 
The driver "whose 


mental comeback is speedy may .be expected to 
handle his machine properly in atr emergency. 
That is not true of the. driver whose mental reac- 
tion to conditions, is slow. ~ "While fhe mentally 
agile operator may take care of himself and oth- 
ers at a speed of 50 miles an hour, the slow 
thinker -who travels at that speed is a menace to 
everything on the road. 


It is not beyond the range of possibility that in 


the near future the motor-vehicle operator may 
be required to submit to a test which will show 
his mental reaction, and it is also possible that 
after this test the authorities -will fix for him a 
njaximim speed of 25 miles an hour, or 35 miles, 
or 50 mBes. It is possible, too,- that variable lim- 
its may be set for the individual spc-cds at 
which he may travel in congested sections. 
A 


half-wit can hold a car on a level section of con- 
crete in the open country, where there is no cross 
traffic, but where traffic is congested or at dan- 
gerous intersections a nimble brain is the chief 
need of every automobile driver. 


As a matter of fact, back of every auto- 


mobile accident is the failure of one or 
more drivers, or a pedestrian, to think the 
right thing at the right time. And it may 
be that through tests individual speed 
limits according to individual 
reaction 


might be established. But when that has 
been done what about the machinery to 
enforce these individual speed limits?

Then there is commutation and 
the man's lunches, which will use up another $20 a 
month, laundry, gas, electricity, telephone, all ne- 
cessities costing another $12 a month, and food and 
other household necessities at present prices aver- 
age an additional $50 a month. That makes $147.

and

expenses, not including any 


movies." How much can such a--couple save? 
With hospital bills and doctor bills amounting to

me. if you can, how the necessary money can be 
saved when living is so high. Doctor. I know what 
I am talking about and I know it is a struggle for 
two to live on $160 a month, and that without some 
outside help it is impossible todai1 to add another 
individual to the household.

When I was born we babies came at the rate of 


about $96 a dozen, including delivery charges and 
adjustment service for the first three days. Nursing 
and incidentals, gratis. 


When I had my first babj-—of course my first 


wife was present—the doctors were getting up their 
nerve and it depended on the weather, the roads, 
etc., whether the^proud parent had to put down a 
cool J15 or was left off with a fine of ?10 and a 
warning. Oh. yes. by that time, too, we had trained 
nurses and you simply had to have one of the ro- 
mantic figures in the picture, at $1S a week and 
found, but it was noteworthy event to have one of 
he lovely creatures in charge and the papers al- 
uded to it in terms that tended to fix one's social 
status well above the general ruck.

daily—begin with only five or 10 drops twice daily 
and increase gradually until he takes .one or two 
teaspoonfuls night and morning. Let his play" in 
the sun naked or nearly" naked. Get him a push- 
mobile or velocipede—any little cart or wheel he can 
ride and push about himself. If the legs do not 
straighten out in the course of a year the child 
should be taken to the doctor for treatment with 
splints or braces. I'd wager you fed him—or rather 
'ool°d him—for a considerable period on condensed 
milk or some similar substitute for infant fcod.

There is much talk in England no»v 


about what should be done to con- 
rol prices and attention bus been 
rr.ed on our own Federal Reserve 


System and the efforts whirt have 
been made to amend the Federal Re- 
;erve Act. The bill introduced by Re- 
presentative Strong of Kansas is the 
center of controversy." It would em- 
power the Federal Reserve Board to 
manipulate rates of discount with n 
view to stabilizing- prices on a levsl 
•egarded as best adapted to the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country. 


Price-fixing has 
been recognized 


for 
many centuries 
as harboring 


many dangers to the body politic. In 
the early days of Greece and Rome 
prices were fixed by the Government 
with almost tragic results. In 
our 


own country during the war prices of 
coal, wheat, sugar, silver and several 
other commodities were fixed by the 


government. 
The story of the fixing of the price 


of silver is nothing short of amusing. 
A silver dollar ordinarily does not 
contain anything like a dollar's worth 
of silver. Before the war an ounce 
of silver was purchased by the mint 
for coinage for less than fifty cents. 
When the war came on. the wages of 
abor and the cost of mining material 
rose to such an extent that the price 
if Mlver mounted day by day. Finally, 
the price rose to a point above the 
currency value of the dollar. Tl;e last 
purchase the Mint made, before the 
>rice was fixed, was $1.26 for the re- 
quisite amount of silver to make a 
dollar. 


Then the Pittman act was passed 


p/oviding that the Government would 
>uy all the silver anyone cared to 
offer but would pay no more than 
one dollar an ounce. Had this not 
been-done it is more than likely that 
silver would have continued to rise 
until it would cost the Government 
perhaps two dollars to buy enough 
silver to make a one dollar coin. 
WHY HAVE A GOLD STANDARD 


Great Britain and other European 


countries are very seriously consider- 


ing the dethronement of gold. Pro- 
fessor Irving Fisher has been talking 
and writing about it for about two de- 
cades and now, it appears, many em- 
inent people are listening to him. He 
casts aside all the age-old beliefs which 
people have entertained and declares 
that gold is not much more stable 
than silver. 
, 


He bases his theory'on the purchas- 


ing power and shows, with much ver- 
isimilitude, that a gold dollar will not 
buy as much to-day as it did yester- 
day and tomorrow may buy consider- 
ably more. He wants to establish a. 
system whereby the value of gold—it- 
self so long regarded as the supreme 
yardstick of value — shall be regulat- 
ed. 


The scheme which Professor Fisher 


advances and which is being so ser- 
iously considered in England has to 
do with the regulation of credit. 


Credit is what makes the world 


g^ 'round more than gold, according 
to the best economists and philoso- 
phers. Almost everyone is in 
debt, 


most people very heavily. When one 
stops to consider the amount of capi- 
tal required to keep one man alive, 
the tale is appalling. Even to pay a 
man the small stipend of $10 a week 
a capital of $10,400 is required, while 
to pay a salary of $100 a week em- 
ploys the earnings of $10-1,000. Peo- 
ple are expensive. 


In this knowledge Professor Fisher 


has proposed to control prices by con- 
trolling credit. He would have the 
Federal Reserve Banks regulate their 
rediscounts in such a manner as to 
maintain prices on an even level. In 
times of high prices the banks would 
refuse to lend on the security o'fT- 
ed and, because of lack of funds to 
hold their goods, Merchants 
would 


have to sell at reduced prices. That 
is precisely what happened in 1920-21 
The Federal Reserve Banks closed 
down on the would-be borrowers and, 
overnight, 
prices 
dropped 
from 


twenty to fifty per cent. In a single 
day wool - dropped from sixty-four 
cents to seventeen c-;nts. - 


Similarly, when business was slack 


and merchants in distress because 
prices were too low, the Federal Re- 
serve Banks would adopt a liberal re- 
discount policy and lend freely to bus- 
iness men to enable them to under- 
take promising enterprises

Jefferson sent his family and ser- 


vants in one direction from Montjcel- 
lo and he himself took anot'.er. He 
left last and the British were so near 
that he had to avail himself of an 
underground passage from his moun- 
tain top .mansion in order to make 
his escape.'It is a tradition, also, that 
Jefferson had the shoes on his horee 
reversed so that*his pursuers would 
be confused if they attempted 
to 


follow him by his horse's tracks. 


In his "Miscellaneous Papers" Jef- 


ferson tells of Jack Jouett's ride,, as 
follows: 


"Learning that the legislature was 


in session at Charlottesville they de- 
tached Colonel Tarleton with his le- 
gion of horse to surprise them. As he 
was passing through Louisa on the 
evening of the third of June 'he was 
observed by Mr. Jouett, who, suspect- 
ing the object set out immediately 
for Charlottesville. and knowing the 
by-ways of the neighborhood, passed 
the enemy's encampment, rode all 
night, and before sunrise on the 
fourth called at Monticello with notlc* 
of what he had seen and passed on 
to Charlottesville to notify the mem- 
bers of the legislature." 


That body was appreciative of what 


Jouett had done, as was attested by 
the following resolution It adopted: 


"Resolved that the executive be de- 


sired to present Captain John Jouett 
an elegant sword and pair of pistols, 
as a memorial of the sense which the 
General Assembly entertains of his 
activity and enterprise in watching 
the movements of the enemy's caval- 
ry on the late incursion to Charlottes- 
ville. and conveying 
the 
assembly 


timely 
information of their 
ap- 


proach, whereby the designs of the 
enemy were frustrated and many val- 
uable stores preserved."

Wednesday. Walter H. Ebling. head 
• of t the office, was absent and his help- 
ers referred to the monthly condition 
report Issued Wedensday. 
• It revealed that "the prospect was 
the poorest In many years" or Sept. 
1, the forecast showing a decrease of 
• 28 per cent from the low production 
of 1926 knd 36 per cent below the nvc 
-year average. 
Whether since that 


time, according to the crop reporting 
service; has been favorable but prac- 
"tically all corn In northern Wiscon- 
sin not grown for the grain, is being 
stored in silos by this time for dairy 


• feeding. 


The crop review concluded the corn 


statement with the assertion 
that 


"much good weather will be needed 
to mature any considerable amount of 
'ripe corn," and the department re- 
'ported that the recent weather would 
• therefore only aid in maturing corn 


used for the grain in southern and 
eastern Wisconsin, along the Missis- 


(sippi river on light soils." 


Along with the state commissioner 


of agriculture, Walter A. Duffy, 
Mr. 


" Ebling's department refused to make 


an estimate of the monetary value of 
the sunshine to Wisconsin's corn. Mr. 


" Duffy said that the heat might make 


the small portion of Wisconsin corn 
that is not used for silage "approach 
a full crop." 


Following is the livestock report in 


full:"Extremely dry weather during the 
month of August greatly reduced the 
outlook for all late harvested crops on 
Wisconsin farms. According to wea- 
ther bureau records, August this year 
was the dryest on record for most of 
Wisconsin. Excellent rains last week 
gave relief from the drouth, but since 
the season is late the effect 
upon 


crops is uncertain. 


DECREASE IN POTATOES 


"Because of the extreme dry weath- 


er and some frost 
damage in the 


northern part of the state, the potato 
situation on Sept. 1' was unusually 
spotted. Generally, the early varie- 
ties made good yields, but the late 
varieties suffered so much from 
dry 


weather that yields are likely to be 
low. 
Southe'rn and eastern Wiscon- 


. sm suffered most in this respect. 


"According to the Sept. 1 outlook, 


the production of potatoes in Wiscon- 
sin this year Is estimated to be 25,- 
284,000 bushels or a 7 per cent de- 
crease from last year's production in 
spite of an acreage increase of 12 per 
cent. Present weather conditions may,

what.

sin on Sept. 1-was the poorest, in 
many years. The forecast shows a 
decrease- of 28 per cent from the low 
oroduction of 1926 and 36 per cent be- 
low the 5-year average production. 
(Jorn is practically a failure in a num- 
ber of northern counties and is ex- 
.ceedingly poor in some central coun- 
ties. The best prospects for ripe corn 


'. in counties along the Mississippi river 
' in some southern and eastern coun- 


ties and in a few'areas on light soils. 
The fields generally are uneven and 
poor fields are common in all sections. 
Much good weather will be needed to 
mature any considerable amount of 
ripe corn.

loss, he said. 
"For the lower priced surplus in 


the possession ol the farmer." Mr. 
Summer said, "the classified adver- 
tisement is perhaps the most effective 
medium. It has the power to bring 
quick results and is usually read by 
the class of readers who arc ready for 
bargains to meet their individual 
needs. 
"Every farmer in the state has

Seeking out thes Norwegian steamer 


Christian Krogh near the Venezuelan 
coast on tho afternoon of August 26, 
following his hop-off from Brunswick 
on the preceding day, Redfern, ap- 
parently lost, dropped three notes In- 
quiring tho direction and distance to 
the nearest land. This was given to 
him and he flew off. There have been 
no definite reports of him since. 


The notes, in round cardboard con- 


tainers, were fished out of the sea by 
W. T. Xotwest, fireman, who jumped 
overboard to obtain them. 


"Please point ship toward nearest 


land," read the first note. Redfern 
circled the ship then and dropped an- 
other. 


"Point ship toward 
nearest land 


and wave one time for each 100 miles 
distance." 


Tho aviator circled again and drop- 


ped tho third note. 


"Point ship to nearest land and 


xvave flag or hankerchief 
once for 


each 100 miles. Redfern. Thanks." 


Captain I. A. Harare, master of 


the Christian Krogh, said he pointed 
the vessel in the direction of Vene- 
zuela. 165 miles away, and waved his 
flag twice. The monoplane flew to- 
ward land, he said. From all the 
ships' officers could say the engine 
of the airplane was working well. 
They declared Redfern spent, nearly 
50 minutes circling about the vessel. 


On the following afternoon, natives 


in the Orinoco river delta section of 
Venezuela reported seeing an airplane 
pass over, 'traveling southeast at a 
jjigh altitude. 


Backers of the flight marvel that
